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DETAILED ACTION 



Allowable Subject Matter 



1 . Claims 1 0-20, 22-32, 35-46 are allowed. 



2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding to claim 10, prior art of record taken alone or in combination fails to 
teach or suggest a production method of a plastic optical fiber comprises the step of a 
circumferential velocity ratio between the front and rear rollers of 0.5 to 1.2 under 

heating conditions which satisfy 4<y<-1.5x + 330 and (Tgc - 5) degree Celsius < x < 
(Tgc + 100) degree Celsius wherein Tgc represents a glass transition temperature of a 
core, x represents an annealing temperature and y represents an annealing time in order to 
achieve excellent heat resistance. 



Regarding to claim 22, prior art of record taken alone or in combination fails to 
teach or suggest a production method of a plastic optical fiber, comprising annealing a 
plastic optical fiber at a temperature from (a glass transition temperature of a core - 5) 
degree Celsius to (the glass transition temperature of the core + 80) degree Celsius while 
a tension of 0.35 x 10 6 to 1.5 x 10 6 Pa is applied to the fiber.
